o n!s and if she I8 80 minded, as dally rq_-
afvation attests, When we see thé Tiultl-
ude of wives who have no visibie sighs
of matrimohial recommendation, why should
we think that old malds l|h\ja been totally
neglected? We may meet those who do not
look Inviting, DBut we meet any number of
wives who are even less Inviting.

unpleasant; while old malds are judged as
a specles, and almost always unfavorably,

pne by one and cut them in two bhefore she
would cat them, It Is very  unscemly to
drink so large o draught that your breath
Is_almost gone mnd you are forced to blow
strongly to recover yourself."
